securities at a more or less stable 
figure. This is vital because the 
largest .purchasers of such bonds 
.U£iially,,ar.c .banks,, clear- across , 
nation. They buy bonds for their in- 
terest return—and they do not like 
to buy bonds whose market value 
is constantly fluctuating resulting 
in a possible loss of principal. 


But the current decline in bond 


market values is something beyond 
our control as citizens and state 
officials. Mr. Leggett, the news 
story continues, added that: 


"Similar bonds in other stat- 


es have suffered even greater 
declines in market quotations 
and that the tire and gasoline 
restrictions have had a psycho- 
logical effect on all securities. 
'Pennsylvania's turnpike toll 
bonds, for example,' Mr. Leg- 
get said, 'have dropped from 
110 to about 00." 
This is an emergency. Emergenc- 


ies are temporary. Mr. Leggctt's 
statement indicates that Arkansas

If we lived under a dictatorship,

Thus far we have found only one 


man with pretensions to authority 
who disputes that an acute emer- 
gency exists because of our rubber 
shortage. He is Elliot E. Simpson, 
an independent rubber dealer. His 
views have been given publicity 
through congressional committees 
before which he has testified as an 
expert.

London — (/P)— The British radio 


broadcast

French people Monday to evacuate 
a broad coastal area from the Belg- 
iu into the Spanish border which 
strip the Germans have designated 
as prohibited military zone.

tance for the liberation of France 
will start in due time," Ihe broad- 
casl said.

manner," the broadcast beamed 
across the channel in the regular 
French language news program. 


British sources said they could

warning conlinucd. 


"They will inevitably bring with 


them the gravest dangers lo Ihc 
civilian populalion." 


The radio referred lo Notice No.

when Frenchmen in 


that city took up arms and fought 
for three days after the British 
had departed.

Deferment of 
U.S.Clerks Hit 


Washington—(/P)—Chairman Tyd< 


ings (Dem., Md.) of a special Sen- 
ate committee recommended over 
the week-end that the Selective Ser- 
vice System check up on draft de 
ferments given 1,000 young male 
employes of the government. 


Tydings said his group, which.is 


looking into general, conditions in 
the executive branch, was consider 
ing holding open hearings of the 
question of draft deferment because 
of federal employment. He said o:

"On Ihe whole defermcnl priv- 


ilege has been judiciously used by 
mosl agencies of the national gov- 
ernment but the abuses we have 
found stick out like a sore thumb.

cedure surveys' that he was pro- 
moted and his salary raised $1,000 
a year. Further, four months after 
his appointment he had become 
such an indispensable cog in the 
administralion of Ihis department 
thai il was necessary lo have him 
deferred, and six months later, not 
acing able to replace Ihis highly 
indispensable 21-year-old expert, it 
was necessary lo oblain a further 
deferment. This was Ihc claim of 
.he deparlmenl for which he work- 


'This seems to us clearly an 


abuse of the deferment privilege. 
He is not even a college graduate, 
which is unusual; he has never been 
employed other than a student be- 
fore entering the government ser- 
vice." 


Tydings said "Mr. X" was only 


one of 12 personnel officers who 
were granted deferment out of a 
tolal of 42 clerical employes in the 
one departmental unit, 


"How the deferments of these so- 


called 'personnel officers' can be 
claimed or granted, because they 
are indispensable, rare or scarce, 
is incomprehensible," he said. "To 
say that Ihe work of Ihis group is 
so demanding and requires such un- 
usual abililies is ridiculous."

Japs to Occupy 
9,000 Acres 


San Francisco—(Official U. S 


Release)—A Center for relocation 
of Japanese evacuated from mil- 
itary areas on the Pacific Coast 
will be established near Rohwer 
Desha county, in Southeastern Ar- 
kansas, Lieutenant General J. L. 
Dewitt, commanding general West- 
ern Defense Command and Fourth 
Army announced here. 


Selection of the site in the Mis- 


sissippi River bottom lands was 
predicted upon absolute military 
necessity, General Do Witt stated, 
"in..satisfaction, of- -which-'reloca- 
tion of evacuees in Federally sup- 
ervised projects inland is impera- 


The relocation center in which 


these Japanese will be placed will 
be under the supervision . of the 
War Relocation Authority, which 
has the duty of relocating for the 
war period, the persons of Jap- 
anese ancestry it was necessary to 
remove from the Pacific area. The 
center will be protected by military 
police. 


The site was owned by the Farm 


Security Administration. The tract 
is undeveloped. It contains approx- 
imately 9,000 acres of bottom land, 
covered with small limber and 
brush and requiring considerable 
developing. However, the rich al- 
luvial soil deposited by the Mis- 
sissippi, coupled with the ability 
of Japanese to develop raw lands 
and bring these into fertile yields is 
expected to result in a permanent 
improvement of the tract which 
will multiply the presenl value of 
Ihese lands. 


The land, federal reports declare, 


will produce a 
wide 
variety of 


crops. The Japanese farmers and 
gardeners have been very success- 
ful in Iheir agricullural aclivilies 
in Washington, Oregon and Cali- 
fornia. 


Japanese who are 
to populate 


this Arkansas center are largely 
American-born Japanese, 
educat- 


ed in American schools, and Amer- 
ican citizens. They were removed 
from their former homes through 
military necessity, and largely for 
their own protection. They were 
moved by the Army to assembly 
and reception centers, and the Jap- 
anese have given cheerful assist- 
ance before and during the move- 
ment, as well as since arrival in the 
centers.
